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Landslide victory for Miceli 


It was a weary-looking Jim Miceli 
who appeared at the Tewksbury Town 
Hall shortly after 12:30 Wednesday 
morning to hear the tally of votes 
which would hand him the 
Democratic nomination to the 
Massachusetts House of Represen- 
tatives in the 20th Middlesex District. 

His landslide victory over 
challengers Paul Sullivan and Frank 
Antonelli has virtually assured him of 
election, since there are no 
Republicans running for the office. 

In the final count, Miceli nailed 
down 3,509 votes, while Antonelli gar- 


nered 1826 and Sullivan 1679. The total 
number of votes received by Miceli 
was four more than the votes for both 
the other candidates combined. 

An almost total upset in 
Wilmington, Miceli’s home town, was 
the highest card in Miceli’s favor. In 
Wilmington, he received 2,214 votes to 
Antonelli’s 190 and Sullivan's 247. 

In Tewksbury, Miceli placed third. 
However, the vote was split equally 
enough among the three candidates to 
assure Miceli of the overall win.

Cain wins

Two of Wilmington's candidates 
have returned victorious from yester- 
day's primary elections. 

Selectman Bob Cain has won a 
decided victory in his race for the 
Democratic nomination to the State 
Senate in the newly defined: First 
Essex and Middlesex district, while 
encumbent James Miceli easily pinn- 
ed down the Democratic nomination 
to the State House of Representatives. 

An unofficial count shows that Cain 
pulled a total of 4,702 Votes to top the- 
ticket in that race, while his closest 
contender, Regina Villa of Gloucester 
received 3,504 votes. 

Finishing in third and fourth places 
were Joseph Gracy of North Reading 
who landed 2,491.votes and Paul 
Jackman of Ipswich who received 2,- 
213 votes. 

Cain, reached by telephone at his 
headquarters on Main Street during 
the early morning hours, said he was 
very happy with the primary results. 

He said that although the election 
was close, it was a very good cam-

carrying 1,295 votes; Sullivan carry- 
ing 1,482 votes and Antonelli carrying 
1,636 votes. 

Had the Tewksbury vote been split 
two ways instead of three, there is no 
telling what the outcome of the 
primary would have been. 

Miceli said he was not surprised at 
the primary results or his strong 
showing in Tewksbury. 

“We worked hard. We started cam- 
paigning four months ago," said 
Miceli. “People read my voting 
record. I would have been surprised if 
it had gone the other way.” 
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paign. 
“T enjoyed it very much. It wasn'ta 
job at all,"’ Cain said. With his typical 
modesty, he added, ‘We were very 
fortunate that Wilmington came out 
for us the way they did. If we hadn't 
done so well in Wilmington, it would 
have been nip and tuck.”” 

In Wilmington, Cain commanded a 
total of 2,120 votes. Gracy received 
438, while Villa received 93 and 
Jackman received 73. 

Cain had worked hard for his vic- 


tory,however-campnigning on adatly” 
basis in 17 towns In¢luding the city of 


Gloucester. 

In November, Cain will face the 
Republican nominee, still unknown to 
this paper at press time. 

One other Wilmington candidate did 
not fare so well. Harry Allen, a 
member of the Redevelopment 
Authority in Wilmington, finished 
third in a race for the Democratic 
nomination for state representative in 
the 2ist Middlesex district which in- 
cludes Precinct three of Wilmington 
and all of Reading and North Reading.

Winner of that race was Mike 
Barrett, a Reading attorney, who 
tallied 2,715 votes defeating both Allen 
with 474 votes and Steve Viegas, also a 
Reading attorney, with 1,318 votes. 

In November, Barrett will square 
off against Reading incumbent Nils 
Nordberg was unopposed in the 
primary race. 

Final figures were not available at 
press time for the only other race in 
which a Wilmington resident was a 
candidate.

At 4 a.m. Wednesday, figures in- 
dicated that Lowell Mayor Ray 
Rourke had won the Democratic 
nomination for Congress in the fifth 
district. It was a hard-fought race in 
which six candidates sought the 
nomination. 


Selectmen will try 
to relocate Spotlighters 


Wilmington selectmen concluded 
one of their briefest sessions of the 
year in less than 90 minutes Monday 
night. 

At least part of the reason for their 
expediency was a last minute 
cancellation of one of their ap- 
pointments. i 

Although the agenda indicated that 
Anthony Paolini would seek a permit 
for gravel removal, a touchy subject 
with the selectmen, the board receiv- 
ed a letter prior to the meeting from 
Paolini’s attorney, Joseph Courtney, 
requesting that the petition be 
withdrawn without prejudice. 

The selectmen were only too happy 
to oblige. 

At the meeting, however, a group 
representing the Wilmington 
Spotlighters did appear to question 
the selectmen on plans for relocating 
their group when their current base of 
operations, the Mildred Rogers School 
is closed down. 

At an earlier meeting, the 
selectmen had, at the urging of Town 
Manager Sterling Morris, agreed to 
close down both the Mildred Rogers 
School, which houses the Recreation 
Department and the Spotlighters, and 
the Town Hall Annex, to move all 
town offices from both facilities into 
the Whitefield School. Since the 
Spotlighters are not a town office, per 
se, no plans to relocate them had been 
considered. 

‘The only facility that might at all 
be possible,” said Morris, “is maybe 
a sharing of the facilities on Chestnut 
Street of the Skating Club.”” 

According to Morris, the property is 
leased by the town for the Skating 


Club. However, in a later interview, 
he admitted that the town does not 
heat the building or provide electrici- 
ty or snowplowing. He was not even 
certain, he said, that the building had 
a furnace. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale said 
that if it came to a choice, he 
preferred that the Town Hall Annex 
be kept open. A lot of money had been 
spent there for renovation recently, 
he said. Chairman Aldo Caira added 
that he had heard a lot of people who 
work at the Annex were unhappy 
about the upcoming move. 

According to Ron Whitney, 
spokesman for the Spotlighters, the 
group first heard about the planned 
eviction in a newspaper article 
Earlier, he told the Town Crier that, 
because of financial difficulties, the 
group would probably fold if it did not 
have a place to meet and rehearse. 

State Representative James Miceli, 
an honorary member of the group, 
took-time out from_a busy schedule, 
only one day away from the primary 
election that could decide the race, to 
speak on the Spotlighters’ behalf. 

“This board has always cooperated 
in the past,”,said Miceli, “I am glad 
to see they are cooperating now. I 
feel that housing for this organization 
should be made available by the 
town.”” 

Another individual to speak up for 
the Spotlighters was former select- 
man George Boylen. 

“We all realize how much money 
the town spends on recreation,” 
Boylen said, ‘They (the Spotlighters) 
don't ask for town funds, but they 
provide a great deal of recreation for 


‘our townspeople.” 

Boylen said he agreed with DePas- 
quale that a building recently 
renoyated, as the Town Hall Annex 
has been should not be closed. 

“I think the town could very well 
use another meeting place for public 
organizations." he said 

“We realize your problem" Caira 
told the Spotlighters, “‘but I hope you 
can see the Town Manager is trying to 
consolidate by shutting down 
buildings, to save money.” 

Although the selectmen could not 
give the Spotlighters an answer Mon- 
day night about future housing, they 
did offer to keep the Mildred Rogers 
School open until at least after the 
group's forthcoming November 
production of *‘No Sex, Please, We're 
British.” 

“In the meantime, we will put our 
heads together and “try to come up 
with a solution,”’ said Caira

A fire erupted at the station last 
Wednesday afternoon when the driver 
of thé station's tow truck knocked 
over one of the pumps while towing a 
car into the garage. 

In response to a call for help, Fred 
Simpson, manager of Sunny Corner 
Farms, rushed to the station with a 
fire extinguisher and then returned to 
the store to call the fire department. 

Before the fire trucks arrived 
employees of the station had put the 
fire out. 

According to the proprietor of the 
station, Bob Doucette, the wheel of 
thé car being towed, a blue Monte 
Carlo sedan, was not locked. When 
the tow truck attempted to move it, it 
swung out hitting and knocking over 
the pump. 

According to Lieutenant Blonigan of 
the Wilmington Fire Department, 
gasoline pumps are equipped with a 
valve which automatically shuts off 
the gasoline supply when an accident 
occurs. In this particular instance, 
however, said Doucette, the valve did 
not close as it was supposed to, allow- 
ing the gas to feed the fire. 

‘There were no injuries as a result of’ 
the accident, but altogether three gas- 
oline pumps were damaged. They 
were replaced the next day, however, 
and the station is operating again as 
usual 

No estimate of the amount of 
damage has as yet been assessed, said 
Doucette. 


Developers active on Route 125 real estate 


Real estate activity has been 
gradually picking up in the area of 
Route 125 and Ballardvale Street 
Three different firms are seeking to 
build in the area. 

The Tambone firm of Reading, 
which bought 20 acres between 
Ballardvale Street and Route 93, has 
engineers planning for the land, where 
once the Bob Evans home stood. 

‘The Murray Brothers of Burlington 
own a similar amount-of land east of 
Ballardyale Street and north of Route 
125. They have exchanged the use of 
rights of way, for the laying of water 
mains, with the owners of the Skating 
Rink, off Andover Street. Last week 
the Murray Brothers consulted the 
Wilmington water commissioners 
about laying an eight inch water main, 
from Andover Street to Ballardvale 
Street. They were told the water 
commissioners preferred a 12 inch 
main. 

The third firm is owned by a man 
named Lawrence Burns, from Somer- 
ville. He once proposed to build a con- 
dominium complex for the elderly on 
the site, but he was unsuccessful in 
securing the necessary town ap- 
proval. His latest proposal is for a 
motel complex of 200 units. 

The site on which Burns has propos- 
ed’ his development is owned by 
Robert Corey, and is located between 
Ainsworth Road and Route 125. 


Recently, it was discovered that a 
garage located on the Corey property 
was not on the tax rolls of the town. 
‘The building inspector did not have a 
building permit on file for the 
building. 

The Corey - Burns site is not without 
problems, and Burns has been-hard at 
work to solve them. The main access 
to the site is by means of Ainsworth 
Road, which is the roadbed of the old 
Salem and Lowell Railroad. Corey 
owns the road, and has in the past 
sought to have the road accepted, and 
the town has turned it down. At one 
“time in the early 1960's, before Corey 
came into the picture, the Town of 
Wilmington voted to accept Ainsworth 
Road, but the then Town Manager 
failed to record the transaction with 
the registry of deeds, and ownership

reverted to the man who sold it to the. 
town. He then sold the road to Corey. 

The primary objection to the 
Ainsworth Road access is that it 
would funnel commercial traffic 
through a residential neighborhood. 

Corey and Burns have been seeking _ 
another access to the property, and " * 
Corey claims that he has a right of 
way running through the Curtis 
property, near where the power 
transmission wires cross Andover 
Street. The problem there is that 
Larry Curtis now lives in a house built 
‘on the path of Corey's claimed right of 
way, * : 

Burns, though, has come up with 
another answer to the access 
problem. He recently purchased the 
Poloian property on Andover Street, 
and has completed a purchase and 
sale agreement with the Jackson 
Brothers for a piece of land next to 
their commercial building on Andover 
Street.

Wilmington School Committee to debate open campus 


by Elaine DePasquale 

The Town Common will come under 
careful scrutiny next Wednesday 
night, when the Wilmington School 
Committee debates its use by high 
school students 

‘Schdol Committee Chairman Lester 
White stressed that meetings ape open 
to the public and urged interested per- 
sons to attend and participate in the 
discussion 

In keeping with a campaign promise 
to stress a back-to-basics approach, 
Committeeman Phil Fenton in- 
troduced a motion at last week's 
School Committee meeting which 
could mean the beginning of the end 
for the open campus policy in 
Wilmington 

The policy, adopted several years 
ago to relieve overcrowding at the 
high school, allows sophomores, 
juniors and seniors to leave the school 
grounds when they do not have a 
class, thereby freeing several 
classrooms which would otherwise be 
needed for study halls. 

Citing “the complaints of 15 to 20 
parents’ as his motivation, Fenton 
asked last week that the school ad- 
ministration be directed to formulate 
plans which would eliminate the Com- 
mon as a “‘staging" area for students, 
and present these plans at the

Although his motion was carefully 
worded to avoid specific language, 
Fenton let it be known that his pur- 
pose was to restrict the use of the 
Common to only those students who 
were passing all subjects 

“T think it is a privilege to be out on 
the Common,” said Fenton. “Kids 
who have taken the time to study 
should be granted the privilege, but 
kids who have not should have it taken 
away.” 

Fenton's viewpoint is not an entire- 
ly new one. High Schoo! Principal 
George Eisenberg has already in- 
stituted a rule whereby students 
flunking two or more subjects will not 
be allowed off the grounds during 
school hours 

However, because overcrowding 
still exists at the high school, it is 
doubtful whether the school could 
comfortably house the greater influx 
of students which will result from still 
further tightening up. 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools Walter Pierce, the high school 
was designed to hold a maximum of 
950 students. The current population, 
however, is closer to 1300. 

Committeeman James Demos said 
he hated to see overcrowding again in

‘The classes, one aspect of 
the high school math 
department's response to 
declining Scholastic Aptitute 
(SAT) scores, will be held 
from 7 to 8:30 p.m. for the five 
weeks preceding the SAT ex- 
ams.

‘Since acceptance to many 
schools and universities relies 
uupon performance on the SAT 
exams, this course could be

Alt there is no tuition 
charge for the course, par. 
ticipants will be expected to 
supply or purchase their own 
workbooks at a cost of $5. 

One credit toward gradua- 
tion may be awarded to those 
participants who demonstrate 
strong effort and attendance. 

If enough student interest is 
demonstrated, a follow-up 
course ‘will be offered for 
three weeks in November to 
help students prepare for the 
Match Achievement Test, 
Level I, generally taken in 
early December.

“These kids are trying to do their 
best to become young adults,"" Demos 
said, “If they can't learn to discipline 
themselves in the Common in their 
own community 

White, too, said he was “against 
putting all those students back into 
the high school, making more crowd- 
ed conditions and making it difficult 
for kids to study.” “Who's going to 
suffer most?" he asked. 

Committeeman Jobn Brooks 
however, argued that the purpose of 
Fenton's motion was not “to remove 
the human species from the com- 
mon,” but to place greater emphasis 
on academic achievement. He 
suggested that the motion be amended 
to read, “to eliminate or limit the use 
of the Common. 

Fenton said he had no objection to 
the students using the Common, but 
that ‘I would like to know the kids I 
see out there are passing.”’ 

He said he did not feel it was dif- 
ficult for students to earn a 65 in all 
courses. If it was, he said, why did we 
take an arbitrary grade of 65 and call 
it passing? 

White, however, expressed his con- 
cern that there were some students 


bo- 


for whom a grade of 65 was an im- 
possibility. He cited, as an example, 
Sludents who fall under Chapter 766 
categories. “Would they be allowed 
outside?” he asked 

Phy! Wetzler, a parent who was pre- 
sent at the meeting, said she would 
like to see parents polled to see how 
they feel about the open campus situa- 
tion. Eisenberg responded that he 
was already planning a mailing to 
parents relating to other matters and 
would include in it questions about the 
open campus. He could not, however, 
have the results ready by September 
27, he said

The course, which will be held two 
evenings a week for five weeks, met 
with a considerable amount of ap, 
proval from the School Committee. 
However, it was voted in unanimously 
only after two efforts to amend the 
motion “had been defeated. 

Fenton's amendment, which was 
defeated, requested that a $10 charge 
per person be levied. Demos, whose 
amendment met a similar fate, re- 
quested that the course not carry high 
School credit. ‘Students today expect 
more and more,” he said. ‘Kids 
should have the responsibility of giv- 
ing a little of themselves to get 
something for themselves." 

As it stands, the course will begin 
next week. It will carry one credit 
toward graduation and there will be 
no tuition charge for students. 
Students will, however, be required to 
purchase their own workbooks. 

Each section of the course (and it is 
expected there will be at least two) 
will cost the town $249.48.
